Residents 
oppose air 
restrictions

Utah County residents expressed 
their opposition to the proposed State 
Implementation Plan for clean air re- 
strictions Tuesday at a public hearing 
in Orem at Mountain View High 
School. 

J. Donald Armstrong of Payson, 
Utah, said the State Implementation 
Commission was setting standards 
for all of Utah County without mea- 
suring air quality in any towns south 
of Provo. 

“The committee doesn’t think 
southern Utah County exists. No fil- 
ter collection is done anywhere but in 
Provo, Orem and Lindon,” said Arm- 
strong. “There were only 18 days 
when we (the measured locations in 
Utah County) were over the limit for 
PM10 air quality standards, but you 
want to enforce the same standards 
for everyone without knowing what 
the air quality is in different locations 

, he said. 

State commission member Burnell 
Cordner said, “Utah County is like a 
big pot when a temperature inversion 
hits.” The air in the whole county is 
trapped and circles around spreading 
the particles throughout the entire 
county, said Cordner. 

Many Utah County residents 
thought the SIP would totally restrict 
the use of wood-burning stoves in the 
county. The state commission is 
proposing to only restrict the use of 
wood-burning stoves when there is an 
actual temperature inversion. 

The proposed SIP would encourage 
a voluntary no-burn period when it is 
determined that a temperature inver- 
sion is developing. A mandatory no- 
burn period would be put into affect 
when an inversion is established and 

redicted to continue for 24 hours or 
onger. 

Armstrong said he would be willing 


to suspend the use of his wood-burn-,

Anti-apartheid protesters arrested

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
— Hundreds of thousands of blacks 
launched a general strike today on the 
eve of segregated elections, and au- 


thorities trying to quell the defiance 


campaign. arrested about 300 
protesters. 

Leading anti-apartheid groups and 
the country’s two largest, black labor 
federations have’ endorsed — the 
planned two-day strike, another part 
of a nationwide campaign protesting 
the exclusion of blacks from Wednes- 
day’s parliamentary balloting. 

The campaign has included mass 
strolls by blacks on “whites-only” 
beaches and anti-government demon- 
strations by whites and blacks that 
police have broken up with tear gas, 
water cannon and batons. 

On Monday, police detained Arch- 
bishop Desmond Tutu and fellow anti- 
apartheid activist the Rev. Allan Boe- 
sak for 90 minutes after they refused 
to move away from a Cape Town 
church when police blocked its door 
with an armored truck. 

' “They have gone berserk,” Tutu 
said of police. “I want to say to the 
world that. the terrorists in South 
Africa are the South African govern- 
ment.” 

In the Indian Ocean city of Durban, 
some industries reported that. all 
black workers stayed home today. 

The giant Putco bus company said 
no black staff or passengers were rid- 
ing its vehicles in Durban and other 
parts of Natal Province. 

“In the other major cities of Johan- 
nesburg and Cape Town, it appeared

Employers in heavily unionized in- 
dustries said they expected the 
strike, and most have adopted a “no 
work, no pay, no punishment” stance 
toward the workers. 

Across the country, black, mixed- 
race and Indian schools were closed. 

Youths built street barricades of 
burning tires in the townships outside 
Durban and in Soweto, the huge black 
city on the outskirts of Johannesburg. 

Two bombs exploded overnight in 
mixed-race areas of Cape Town, but 
there were no injuries and damage 
was minimal, police said. 

Activists tossed two hand grenades 
at a police station in Soweto and gaso- 
line bombs at three homes belonging 
to black policemen near Durban. 

No injuries were reported, police 
said. 

At the multiracial University of 
Natal in Pietermaritzburg, police ar- 
rested about 300 participants at an 
anti-election demonstration, includ- 
ing students, administrators and 
Franciscan monks. 

“There is something terribly wrong 
with those who rule us if they cannot 
understand why such protest is occur- 
ring,” said Colin Webb, the white vice 
principal of the university. “Are they 
so deaf that they cannot hear ... the 
frustration of South Africans who are 
deprived of the privileges of citizen- 
ship?” 

Police arrested 14 journalists from

ing placards on the street in front of 
their offices to protest censorship 
rules.

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Walesa requests German economic aid 


DUESSELDORF, West Germany — Poland’s Solidarity leader, Lech 
Walesa, began a West German visit Tuesday with a plea for Western aid, 
saying Solidarity’s plan for economic reform in Poland will crumble without it. 

“Our victory in Poland is like a house of cards,” Walesa said during a 
luncheon with the board of directors of the powerful German Federation of 
Labor Unions. “It would crumble if it were not financially ensured.” 

Walesa, on the first day of a five-day visit, also met with Johannes Rau, 
governor of the industrial state of North Rhine-Westphalia. 

He presented Rau with a list of 16 proposed projects for West German 
companies in the Baltic port city of Gdansk, Walesa’s hometown and the 
birthplace of the Solidarity trade union movement. 

Neither Rau nor Walesa gave details about the proposed projects. 

Walesa said he was extending an invitation to West Germans to “come and 
rebuild Poland” and urged West Germany to make a quick decision on financial 
assistance to the country. “The longer one waits, the more expensive every- 
thing becomes,” he said. 

“The East bloc, which has lifted its Iron Curtain, can also be attractive to 
Western investors,” he added. 

West Germany has good business ties with Eastern Europe, and U. S. 
leaders have suggested that it lead the West’s effort to support East bloc 
reforms. 


Study dispels some ‘pill’ cancer fears 


BOSTON — The largest study ever to examine the effects of birth control 
pills offers reassuring evidence that middle-aged women who didn’t first take 
the pill until their mid-20s face no unusual risk of breast cancer. 

“Past use of oral contraceptives does not appear to increase the risk of 
breast cancer for women in their mid 40s and 50s,” said Dr. Walter C. Willett 
of the Harvard School of Public Health. 

While the research is good news for older women, it does not dispel worries 
that younger women who took the pill throughout their teens and early 20s 
may have an increased risk of this common form of cancer. 

The study of 118,273 women is the largest of several released this year that 
have provided conflicting evidence about the possible role of birth control pills 
in triggering breast cancer. 

Some experts worry that taking the pill during the early reproductive years 
may somehow increase the risk. 


Vietnam refugees find success in military 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — Two Vietnamese women who escaped 
the killing fields of their homeland to find success in the U.S. military say the 
fiercest motivation to make their lives count came when they were closest to 
death. 

Anne Nguyen was 5 and Jean Nguyen-Doyne was 12 when North Viet- 
namese forces captured Saigon in 1975. Mrs. Nguyen-Doyne said their father, 
a colonel in the South Vietnamese army, called the family into his bedroom to 
tell them of a possible enemy attack. But he had a plan. 

“He wanted to commit suicide for all of us,” she said. “He called all of us in

and told us he had a Claymore mine he had saved and he was going to set it off . 


to kill us. He said he would rather have us die together than suffer separately.” 
But a family friend persuaded their father instead to flee the country with 
him, beginning the family’s odyssey to the United States. 
In 1985, Mrs. Nguyen-Doyne became the first Vietnamese woman to gradu- 
ate from the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, earning a bachelor of 
science degree with a double major in Spanish and French. 


Holiday death toll at more than 400 


CHICAGO — More than 400 people died in traffic accidents on the nation’s 

roadways during the Labor Day holiday weekend, authorities said. 

As of midnight Labor Day, law enforcement and other authorities had 
reported 405 fatalities. 

The National Safety Council projected last week that there could be be- 
tween 420 and 520 traffic deaths over the three-day holiday. 

The holiday was created to honor workers, and traditionally marks the end 
of summer. 

For counting purposes, Labor Day weekend began at 6 p.m. local time 
Friday and ended at 11:59 p.m, Monday. 

Council spokeswoman Gail Mansfield said there were 422 traffic fatalities 
recorded during the Labor Day weekend in 1988.

Leaded gas to disappear within a year 


SALT LAKE CITY W— Leaded regular gasoline — demanded by many 
drivers for use in their older vehicles — is doomed and probably wiil disappear 
by next summer, the state’s weights and measures director said. 

The fuel’s added lead is down to 0.1 gram per gallon since a 1986 Environ- 
mental Protection Agency ruling and is scarcely more leaded than unleaded, 
industry officials say. 

But the product still is in demand by persons who use it in older vehicles and 
farm machinery, said Edison Stephens, director of the state Division of 
Weights and Measures. 

Some officials predict leaded gasoline will disappear in the East by the end of 
the year, Stephens said. In Utah, it’ll take a few months more, probably until 
about mid-1990.. Nationally, leaded regular accounted for only about 11 per- 
cent of sales as of last April, down from 19 percent two years ago. The only 
vehicles allowed to use it are pre-1975 passenger cars and pre-1978 trucks and 
some larger, newer trucks.

Utah woman 
held in Manila 
by the police

The attorney for a Utah woman ac- 
cused of smuggling firearms into the 
Philippines says authorities there are 
beginning to believe his client’s story. 

Dominique Adams, 22, Salt Lake 
City, was arrested Aug. 20 at 
Manila’s Ninoy Aquino International 
Airport with six crates marked as 
auto parts that contained 70 hand- 


guns. 

She told police that a Modesto, 
Calif. man, Richard Dean Pedrioli, 
duped her into unknowingly trans- 
porting the weapons into the country. 
U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms officials defended Adams’ 
story and said Pedrioli has tricked 
other women into illegally transport- 
ing guns in the past. 

“From all the information we’ve 


_been able to gather, we can find no 
|indicationthat she knew what was 
going on,” said Tommy Wittman, res- 
ident in charge of the ATF. 


Adams’ attorney in the Philippines, 
Renon Cruz, said Monday that the 
police, who initially did not belive her 
story, may be giving it a second look. 

“I think they are now being per- 
suaded from news accounts in the 
newspapers, particularly from the 
United States,” Cruz said. “The 


press, particularly with the present “HP 


government, has a lot of influence as 
far as government action is con- 
cerned.” 

Cruz said he met with Adams Mon- 
day and explained to her that under 
Philippine law, a person must have an 
‘{ntent to possess” in order to be 
criminally liable of illegal possession 
of a firearm. He said it is clear that 


_ Adams did not have such an intent. 


“The story of Dominique is very 
simple. Her defense is the truth,” he 
said. 

Her father in Mapleton has con- 
tacted Utah’s congressmen and sena- 
tors, asking for help with her release. 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, asked 
U.S. officials in Manila last week to 
inform police of the ATF’s findings.

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Unfair treatment 


for Jim Bakker, 
minister says

ORLANDO, Fla. — A minister 
told a gathering of Jim Bakker’s fol- 
lowers that the evangelist has en- 
dured unfair treatment in the psychi- 
atric wing of a federal prison, 


including strip searches, handcuffs 7% 


and denial of toilet paper. 


“No matter what he has or has not | 


done, it is unfair to give him that type 
of treatment when he asked to go to 
the hospital,” said the Rev. Roy 
Harthern. 

Harthern’.spoke about Bakker’s 
condition to more than 100 people 
Sunday in the Bakker’s makeshift Or- 
lando television studio. 

U.S. District Court Judge Robert 
Potter suspended Bakker’s fraud and 
conspiracy trial Thursday. 

Potter committed Bakker, the 
founder of the PTL, to the Federal 
Correctional Institution in Butner, 
N.C., for psychiatric evaluation. 

Potter heard testimony from Dr. 
Basil Jackson, Bakker’s psychiatrist. 

After Jackson presented testimony 
that the evangelist had suffered a 
breakdown, Potter told jurors in 
Charlotte, N.C., that he did not know 
how long the trial would be delayed. 

Jackson said Monday from Milwau- 
kee that he was told Butner officials 
had stepped up their evaluation of 
Bakker. 

“Tf that’s true, then it’s conceivable 
one of their people could come back 
into court Tuesday or Wednesday to 
certify that he’s ready to come back 
into trial,” he said. 

Harthern said he spoke to Tammy 
Faye Bakker by telephone shortly be- 
fore the service began about her visits 
to her husband at the prison. 

“Tammy’s concern is that Jim’s con- 
stitutional rights are and have been 
violated,” said Harthern. 

He added that Bakker wears prison 
garb, is held in a cell with a concrete 
floor and at first was denied toilet 
paper and a pillow. 

Bryan Bledsoe, a _ prison 
spokesman, wasn’t available for com- 
ment, according to prison officials. 

The officials said only Bledsoe could 
respond to questions about Bakker’s 
treatment. 

Prison officials said last week that 
because Bakker had not been con- 
victed of any crime, he would have the 
run of the prison grounds 

The officials also said Bakker could 
wear his own clothes. 

Mrs. Bakker gave a different ac- 
count, Harthern said. 

“Jim is brought to her handcuffed, 
and after the visiting hours are over, 
he is stripped, searched and hand- 
cuffed again,” Harthern said. 

Mrs. Bakker also said prison offi- 
cials did not supply Bakker’s cell with 
a pillow or toilet paper until Satur- 
day, according to Harthern. 

Harthern expressed his outrage 
about Bakker’s treatment.

fighters and stategies for fighting 


wildfires based on the reporter's expe- 
rience as amember of a training class 
offered by the National Forest Service 
and Utah County.

When the fire season heats up 
enough to require extra manpower to 
fight wildfires, the AD firefighters 
are added to the crews. 

AD firefighters are temporary em- 
ployees paid on an hourly basis. The 
initials stand for “administratively 
determined,” referring to the admin- 
istrative decision to hire additional 
workers. Most AD firefighters and 
many supervisors can’t say what 
“AD” stands for, although they all 
know that AD firefighters are the 
temporaries hired to fight a particular 
fire. 

Many of the AD firefighters are 
students, construction workers or 
other seasonal workers who want to 
make a few extra dollars. Others hope 
to work into permanent positions 
with the Forest Service or local fire- 
fighting agencies. 

Reid M. Shelley, a Forest Service 
officer assigned to the Pleasant/Grove 
Ranger District, conducted a training 
session for would-be firefighters Aug. 
3-4 at the Utah County/Sheriff’s Of- 
fice. Two women and 13 men at- 
tended, hoping tobe issued a “red 
card,” the passport to an assignment 
on a firefighting crew. 

Shelley said temporary firefighting 
crews used to be gathered from the 
street. Available people could show 
up at the local fire station and enlist to 
battle blazes. The practice was dis- 
continued for two reasons. The first 
was the need for better trained per- 
sonnel. The second was that people 
out of work were known to start fires 
in order to be paid to put them out. 

The current system of training 
temporary firefighters has worked

Because companies want the 
public to buy their products, they re- 
fuse to advertise on these programs, 
which are taken off the air.

This summer ABC canceled a special 
called “Crimes of Passion II” because 
it could not sell any advertising on the 
program. A documentary on the Roe 
vs. Wade decision was also canceled 
because advertisers shied away from 
the controversial program.

But although advertiser boycotts 
have worked in these instances, they 
may not be effective in the long run. 
More importantly, such boycotts may 
not be morally right. 

The long-term effect of advertiser 
boycotts on programming hasn’t been 
established. The group Americans for 
Responsible Television has contacted 
corporations like Johnson & Johnson 
and Proctor & Gamble and demanded 
disclosure of the guidelines which de- 
termine what programming they buy 
advertising on. 

However, an article in the July 19 
issue of ADWEEK’s Special Reports 
indicates that some advertisers re- 
port lofty guidelines but buy time on 
the programming which delivers the 
demographics their products aim for. 

Further, boycotts have yet to get a 
regularly scheduled television pro- 
gram canceled. While some compa- 
nies have refused to sponsor shows 
such as “Married With Children” and

This leads us to the morality of ad- 
vertiser boycotts. These boycotts 
seem to be on shaky ground for a vari- 
ety of reasons. First, scare tactics are 
rarely appropriate. Bullies use scare 
tactics. Advertiser boycott groups 
are not much better than bullies. 
They tell advertisers “if you buy time 
on this program you will get enough 
bad press to negate a week’s worth of 
advertising.” Such tactics violate the 
right of the advertiser to choose what 
programming he will support and are 
essentially censorship. 

Second, the definitions of “respon- 
sible” and “irresponsible” that such 
groups espouse are often farfetched. 
The Rev. Donald Wildmon’s group re- 
cently took Pepsi to task for advertis- 
ing on the “E.T.” video. They based 
this challenge on the fact that “E.T.” 
was made by Universal Pictures,

This computer has proven to be an 
essential part of the band that per- 
formed Tuesday afternoon outside of 
the BYU Bookstore. 

The band was formed by Randy and 
Michelle Troche, a husband and wife 
musician- and-songwriter team living 
in Provo. 

When they tried to recruit people

The program “Performer” allows 
music from a synthesizer to be pre- 
programmed into the Mac. 

Songs are then arranged into the 
computer, using a Musical Instru- 
ment Digital Interface sound system. 

“Mac just plays along with us,” said 
Randy. 

The computer can play almost any- 
thing it is programmed to, such as 
trumpet or guitar. 

While Michelle plays the electric 
bass guitar, Randy plays the drums. 

Randy uses a “human clock” in 
which he sets the tempo with his 
drums and the computer will come on 
and synchronize with the drums. 

“It’s a slave to me, I’mnotaslave to 
it,” he said. 

“The Mac Trio” performed for the 

‘first time inJanuary 1989. 

They do performances all over 
Utah, performing at functions of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, BYU dances and clubs such as 
Caddy’s. 

The trio perform “top 40” songs 
from the 50s through the 80s. 

“The Twist,” by Chubby Checker, 
“Jailhouse Rock,” by Elvis Presley 
and “La Bamba,” by Los Lobos, are 
some of the popular old songs per- 
formed.

“Conga,” by Miami Sound Machine 
are a few of the 80s hits. 

“Our sound system is as realistic as

Labs give personal attention

to students in large classes

With large-sized general education 
classes, it may seem close to impossi- 
ble for the new student to personally 
interact with the professor. 

Being obligated to share a profes- 
sor with 899 other pupils may frus- 
trate and discourage a student at- 
tending large classes such as Biology 
100 or American Heritage. . 

“It’s a legitimate concern,” said 
William S. Bradshaw, who team- 
teaches Biology 100. 

“I honestly empathize with the 
overwhelming sense of that. I don’t 
pretend that it ean be the same sort of 
intimate, friendly, person-to-person 
experience that the small classroom 
can be.” 

However, the feeling is soon gone 
after attending a tutorial lab. It is in 
this lab where personal attention can 
be found. 

“We do physically provide another 
setting where there can be one-to-one 
interaction with the personnel of the 
course,” Bradshaw said. 

“We have tutorial sessions estab- 
lished in very small groups where 
one’s individual questions can be an-. 
swered.” 

Professors who teach general edu- 
cation courses advise students to take 
advantage of these labs. 

“We encourage it, but when people 
are not motivated to take advantage 
of that opportunity, there is not much 
else one can do,” Bradshaw said. 


About 15 percent of the Biology 100™~ 


students do not userthe lab.

‘The coordinator of American Her- — 


itage, Linda Jensen, said, “It’s one of 
the best bargains on campus.” 

Teaching assistants are not neces- 
sarily majoring in the field they are, 
tutoring. 


However, they have taken the gen- — 


eral education course, completed 
other required courses or intern- 
ships, and must maintain a certain 
grade point average. 

More importantly, they are people 
who work well and relate well to other 

‘people, Jensen said, referring partic- 
ularly to the history tutors. 

Depending on the lab, two to 10 
assistants work each hour. 

Inthe Reading/Writing labs, tutors 
will review students’ rough drafts to 
understand the student’s writing abil- 
ity in four important areas: organiza- 
tion, structure, providing supporting 
evidence and developing a strong con- 
clusion. 

The second emphasis is on gram- 
mar and _ punctuation problems. 
Whatever area the student’s weak- 
ness is, the tutor can provide addi- 
tional practice problems, resource 
books, tapes or handouts. 

Those students who came to the 
Reading/Writing lab regularly during 
Spring Term improved, said Roger 
Johnson, 30, a graduate in English, 
who was a teaching assistant. 

However, tutors will not correct 
every minor mistake, Johnson said. 

They will not be mothers and write: 
assignments for the student.

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Lawsuit judged irrelevant in clean-up contract

SALT LAKE CITY — The Army 
Corps of Engineers judged as irrele- 
vant a lawsuit alleging stock fraud 
and penalties for environmental in- 
fractions against a California com- 
pany it awarded a $50 million contract 
to clean up hazardous waste. 

The Corps’ prior knowledge of the 
violations and fines should void the 
contract with International Technol- 
ogy Corp., Rep. James V. Hansen 
said Tuesday. 

“I am deeply disturbed that the 
Army Corps of Engineers would 
award a contract of this magnitude 
and importance to a company with a 
record of environmental violations 
like International Technology’s. It is 
even more disturbing to know the 
contracting officers were- aware of 
this record when making the award,” 
Hansen said. 

The Utah Republican said he would 
not rule out the possibility of congres- 
sional hearings on the bid process 
should the Corps ignore his request. 

Hansen is the ranking minority 
member on the Environmental 
Restoration panel of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Hansen’s prepared statement was 
issued as the Corps sought to deter- 
mine if its contracting officers in Om- 
aha, Neb., had prior knowledge of the 
pending lawsuit and $4 million in fines 
levied by the state of California. 

Kevin Quinn, Corps spokesman in 
Omaha, said ITX disclosed the law-

“In 1856 the pioneers established 
the Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society. The DAM Soci- 
ety,” White said. “The Utah State 
Historical Society said of the DAM 
Society ‘The major goal of Mormon 
agricultural policy in pioneer Utah 
was complete self efficiency and inde- 
pendence from gentile influence.” 

Brigham Young in an early sermon 
said, “The kingdom of God cannot rise 


independently of gentile nations until’: 


we produce, manufacture and make 
every article of use convenience and 
necessity among our people.” 

What all that means according to 
White is that the state fair, known 
back then as the DAM Fair, was the 
chance for Utahns to showcase their 
progress in their quest for indepen- 
dence from the gentiles. 


suit and penalties in its bid proposal.

ITX faces a class-action lawsuit al- 
leging’ the company withheld impor- 
tant information in a 1987 stock offer- 
ing. 

ITX has incurred $4 million in 
penalties for environmental infrac- 
tions at two northern California haz- 
ardous-waste landfills the company 
operated. ‘ 

Corps chief attorney Lester Edel- 
man, in an Aug. 25 memo to the divi- 
sion office in Omaha, asked if con- 
tracting officers knew of 
considered the lawsuit and penalties 
before awarding the contract. If not, 
they should do so, Edelman wrote. 

“We are not going to remake the 
decision for them,” said Ken Powers, 
an attorney in Edelman’s office. 

“If they were arbitrary in their de- 
cision, we would take some action. 
But we don’t expect that to happen.” 

Powers said if ITX was:found 
guilty in the lawsuit; the Corps might 
take another look at the contract in 
light of proven wrongdoing. 

He said ITX has successfully per- 
formed previous contracts for the 
Corps in Omaha and Sacramento,

Today’s highlight in history: On 
this date in 1901, President William 
McKinley was shot by anarchist Leon 
Czolgosz at the Pan-American Expo- 
sition in Buffalo, N.Y. McKinley died 
eight days later.

The suit is not expected to go to 
trial until next year or later. 

A Los Angeles attorney for the 
plaintiffs, Ernest Kaufman, said the 
suit represents thousands of in- 
vestors and seeks millions of dollars in 
damages. 

The lawsuit arose from a stock of- 
fering between September and De- 
cember 1987 in which the company 
raised $47.5 million. 

After much of the stock had been 
sold, the company announced in De- 
cember 1987 that ITX was abandon- 
ing its hazardous-waste transport and 
landfill operations, a substantial part 
of its business. 

The suit alleges ITX planned to di- 
vest the transport and landfill opera- 
tions before the stock offering, but 
did not tell potential investors who 
bought the stock at an inflated price. 

ITX corporate counsel Allen said 
the company did not decide to divest 
the transport and landfill operations 
until December 1987. 

Allen said ITX announced its inten- 
tions to divest the transport and land- 
fill operations immediately. 

He said the firm is vigorously de- 
fending the suit. 

In April 1987, ITX signed a consent 
agreement to pay $3.2 million in 
penalties for violations at two Califor- 
nia landfills the company owned. 

The violations ranged from increas-

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Johnson loses records

SPAIN — Ben Johnson’s world 
records will be erased from track 
record books under an anti-doping 
ruling approved today by the Interna- 
tional Amateur Athletic Federation. 

On a vote that followed almost 3 1/2 
hours of debate, the IAAF’s ruling 
Congress decided to remove any 
world records held by admitted drug 
users. The revision takes effect with 
the next annual records list, due out 
on Jan. 1, 1990. 

Almost three dozen speakers took 
part in the debate and critics said the 


measure would discriminate against | 


Johnson, the world record holder in 
the 100 meters and indoor 60 meters 
and the only holder of a world mark to 
have confessed to drug use at the time 
the records were set. 

“We all love track and field — it is 
like motherhood and apple pie,” said 
Amadeo Francis, a delegate from 
Puerto Rico who led the efforts to 
block the change. 

But Francis said that Johnson 
would be singled out by a rule that 
was not in effect when the sprinter 
made his confession at a Canadian in- 


Baseball owners 
consider program 
of revenue sharing

NEW YORK — Baseball owners, 
preparing for collective bargaining 
negotiations this winter with the 
players’ union, are considering a pro- 
posal that would include a form of rev- 
enue sharing, The Associated Press 
has learned. 

Barry Rona, executive director of 
management’s Player Relations Com- 
mittee, said revenue-sharing pro- 
posals were under development by 
the owners. 

He also said he was unsure if they 
would be offered to the Major League 
Baseball Players’ Association. Base- 
ball, beset with fractuous labor rela- 


tions for 14 years, has never had any | 


form of revenue sharing in its 121- 
year professional history. 

“I think the genesis of forming a 
partnership with the players came 
from basketball, which has had a 
working partnership with their play- 
ers in the salary area and the revenue 


area for the second collective bargain- | 1 i 
ing agreement,” Rona said. 


Under their collective-bargaining 
deal, NBA players are guaranteed 53 
percent of the sport’s gross revenue. 

In exchange, teams are allowed to 
have a salary cap; this year it is $9.8 
million per team. Clubs must have a 
minimum payroll of $8.3 million. 

“It seems to be a successful, amica- 
ble and profitable arrangement for 
the players and the clubs,” Rona said.

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quiry called several months after he 
tested positive for steroids at last 
summer’s Olympics. 

Francis also said that the record- 
stripping move would muzzle testi- 
mony at any future inquiries. 

“We want to find the truth but we 
don’t want to put a young man in the 
position where he must decide if he 
lies and goes to jail or tells the truth 
and loses his world record,” Francis 
said. 

But the majority of the 131 dele- 
gates present sided with IAAF presi- 
dent Primo Nebiolo who said the rule 
change was fair and equitable. 

“We are not trying to change the 
past but we are saying that from Jan. 
1 , 1990, the world record list will no 
longer include admitted drug takers,” 
Nebiolo said. “We are not going 
against anybody but we want to show 
everyone that we are against dop- 
ing.” 

Arne Ljungqvist, the [AAF’s med- 
ical chief from Sweden, said that 
agreement to erase drug-tainted 
records was part of an important step 
toward eliminating doping from 
sports. 

“The real solution will lie in a 
change of attitude,” Ljungqvist said. 
“If we consider and recognize results 
achieved by confessed drug takers, 
we can never change the attitude.”

He set the indoor 60-meter 
record at the world indoor champi-

As world best times stand now, the 
world record in the 100 will go to 
American Carl Lewis for his 9.92 sec- 
onds in the Seoul Olympics, the sec- 
ond fastest for the distance. 

Lewis crossed the finish line behind 
Johnson but was awarded the gold 
medal after the Canadian tested posi- 
tive for stanozolol, a banned anabolic 
steroid. 

Johnson, who has admitted using 
performance enhancing _ steroids, 
protested the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation’s decision. 

“Why should I always have to be 
the only one to pay? What about the 
others?” the Jamaican-born Johnson 
said. 

At the Canadian inquiry, Johnson 
said he had started taking steroids in 
1981 and was taking massive doses in 
preparation for the world champi- 
onships in 1987 where he clipped one- 
tenth of a second off the previous 
world mark. 

His time in Seoul was 9.79 seconds. 

The world indoor record for the 60 
meters will go another American, Lee 
McRae, for his 6.50-second clocking in 
1987.

well the last few years, said Shelley. 
Robert Easton, the Forest Service 
Officer for fire staff of the Uinta Na- 
tional Forest, said Utah County qual- 
ified about 60 firefighters for tempo- 
rary duty this summer. About 41 
county people are on the AD list now, | 
said Easton, explaining that many of 
the others have returned to school. 
To be an AD firefighter, you must 


be at least 18 years old, attend the 


classroom training session, and pass a 
written exam and physical fitness 
test. There are two ways to pass the 
physical fitness test: a heart-rate 


check after exercise or a one-and-a- | 


half mile run in 12 minutes. 

The classroom training focuses on 
fighting fires safely. Topics include 
the firefighting organization, termi- 
nology, fire behavior and firefighting 
stategies. 

Richard Williams from the Heber 
Ranger District gave trainees the list 
of supplies. a firefighter needs. The 
only mandatory equipment not sup- 
plied by the fire district are boots. 

Boots must have high, all leather 
tops with hard soles. Shelley said rub- 
ber soles have been known to melt off 
a person’s feet. Metal-toed boots are 
not recommended as the metal can 
become hot enough to burn a person’s 
feet. ig Be 

Suggestions for items in.a fire pack 
range from socks and underwear for a 
week to a Frisbee. However, the fire 
pack is limited to 20 pounds and the 
personal gear pack cannot weigh 
more than 35 pounds. 

After two days of training, a writ- 
ten test is administered. The trainees 
must get at least 80 percent of the 
answers correct to pass. However, 
the emphasis is on knowing the mate- 
rial, and the correct answers were 
discussed. 

After passing the exam, firefighter 
candidates are given certificates veri- 
fying their successful completion of 
the basic firefighter training. The 
candidate only has to pass the physi- 
eal to receive a red card and join the 
ranks of the AD firefighters.

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. — Labor Day weekend 
ended quietly after two nights of clashes between police 
ind black youths along the oceanfront strip. 

Atlantic Avenue, jammed by an estimated 100,000 
young people 48 hours earlier, was nearly deserted early 
today with many shops boarded up. 

Students from predominantly black East Coast colleges 
made up much of the weekend crowd, in town for the 
annual Greekfest that marks the end of summer. 

By Monday afternoon, most of the students had left. 
Police in riot gear remained on every corner, however, 
ind arrested several people Monday night for minor of- 
fenses. 

During the weekend, at least 260 people were arrested 
half of them area residents), and hundreds of summonses 
were issued, authorities said. At least 43 people were 
njured, including 30 police officers and 13 youths. Prop- 
erty damage was in the millions of dollars, said Mayor 
Meyera E. Oberndorf. 


At the start of the weekend, businessmen in the town of 


260,000 year-round residents had hoped for a large 
turnout to offset a slow summer. 

The turnout was greater than expected, but early Sun- 
day dreams of a prosperous weekend evaporated. 

City officials ordered police to clear Atlantic Avenue,

the major thoroughfare that was packed from sidewalk to 
sidewalk for about 30 blocks. 

As a wedge of officers moved down the street, they 
were pelted with bottles. Ahead of police, groups of 
youths began breaking out storefront windows and loot- 
ing shops. 

At least 100 businesses were looted before order was 
restored shortly before dawn Sunday. At the request of 
city leaders, a military police unit of the Virginia National 
Guard was called out by Gov. Gerald L. Baliles. 

On Sunday night, city police, officers from neighboring 
localities, at least 200 state troopers and about 150 
Guardsmen cleared an estimated 45,000 people from At- 
lantic Avenue. 

The beach section was closed and those on the beach- 
front were told to return to their rooms or face arrest. 

“It appears to be a case of too many people in a confined 
space,” Oberndorf said. “It appears to be a case of critical 
mass of people building up and rapid mood changes in a 
huge crowd.” 

Civil rights leaders said problems developed in part 
because the city failed to make any preparations for the 
visitors other than to call out the police. 

The NAACP said police overreacted, and that the city 
and merchants had made the students feel unwelcome. It 
also said, however, that those responsible for the looting 
should be prosecuted.
